Chicago,. -Aug. 17.—President Syl- 


vester J. Small of the 
Commercial 


Telegraphers' Union of America early 
Friday morning Issued u general strike 
order for which the telegraph opera- 
tors of the entire country hnvo been 
Impatiently waiting. He signed It fol- 
lowing n series of conferences begin- 
ning with hlatnrrlvnl In Chicago from 
Snn Francisco 
Thursday 
evening. 


Then hu went to bed nnd slept until 
8:45 n, m,. when ho arose nnd came 
down town to union hondqunrters in 
tho 
Monon 
building, 
prcpnrcd 
to 


plunge with fresh vigor Into tho bat- 
tle. 


President Small said: 
"Aftor consultation with the. lend- 


ers I hnvo determined to make tills 
strlko the most effective und aggres- 
sive light In tho Industrial history of 
the country." 


No Violence In Strike. 


"It will be fought from one end of 


the continent to the other, but by this 
1 do not menu there will be violence," 
lie continued. 


"This warfare will be absolutely or- 


derly throughout, but It will bo u most 
determined strugglo nnd every point 
of vantage will bo seized upon. 
Tho 


temper of tho men und women In this 
strlko Is such that they would rather 
starve to death thrin go buck to work 
without un honorable adjustment. 


"'No arbitration,' is our cry, but 


this Is not because we do not believe 
In tho merits of arbitration in general. 
As applied by the olllclnls of tho West- 
ern Union nnd Postal Telegraph com- 
panies we have no faith In It. 
Wo 


can no longer put nny trust Iti^ these 
offlclnls. 
A former agreement with 


tho Postnl. arrived at through arbitra- 
tion, was broken by the company with- 
in a month. 
In the recent Snn Fran- 


cisco trouble I agreed to nccopt the 
good offices of the government nnd an 
agreement wns reached, but tho West- 
ern Union broko It within nn hour." 


Tho operators In the, brokers' of- 


llces In Chicago started their walkout 
nt ton o'clock, tho operators In each 
house giving their employers another 
opportunity to sign the union agree- 
ment before quitting work.

conclusive. 


Monopoly Is Charged. 


The Investigation disclosed the fact,

controls practically nil of the big reap- 
er and mower nnd thrasher plants In 
tho country, and that nn apportion- 
ment of the country Is mndo among 
tho various subsidiary concerns In such 
n way that no one of them will como 
Into business conflict with any other. 


It further Is alleged that prices of 


the farm machinery manufactured by 
the International Harvester company 
nre fixed by the concern, and from 
those prices dealers nn; not permitted 
to vary. 


Dominate the Trade. 


In tills way. and through Its control 


of tho many plants, the company, It Is 
declared. IH able to dictate the output 
of such machinery, tho parts of the 
country Into which It shall go and the 
prices at which It shall be sold. These 
conditions apply. It Is said, not only to 
America, but to foreign countries ns 
well. 


Tho operations of the company, us 


viewed by officials of the department 
of Justice, nro in restraint of trade. 


No Intimation Is given of tho dnto of 


the Institution of the government's 
suit, but tho delay will be only Inci- 
dental to the preparation of the gov- 
ernment's case.

"What U your policy concerning the 


management of tho railroads that we 
are told you own?" 


"It Is to pay dividends," came the

medicines tho doctors, as represent- 
ed by tho American Medical Associa- 
tion, have made an alliance, with tho 
W. C. T. U. who have been deceived 
into believing that tho alcohol In "pat- 
ent" medicines is n menace." In this 
alliance the good ladles of tho W. C. 
T. U. are apparently put In the posi- 
tion of dragging chestnuts out of tho 
lire for their allies. There Is no class 
so firmly convinced of tho necessity 
for alcohol In medication as tho doc- 
tors who, with a few exceptions, not 
only prescribe It freely but use It, as 
Indeed they must whether thoy would 
prefer to or not, as n solvent and pre- 
servative. 
On tho other hand tho 


W. C. T. U. contends that tho whole 
medical nnd pharmaceutical world Is 
In error; that alcohol Is. not only use- 
less but that It is dangerous and 
harmful in any quantity In any medi- 
cinal preparation. While their princi- 
ples nro so wholly at variance tho 
doctors nnd tho W. C. T. U. ladlea 
havo cheerfully allied themselves In a 
war on "patent" medicines, and tho 
W. C. T. U. Is placed In an even moro 
ridiculous position by reason of tho 
fact that tho doctors do not confine 
their fight to those medicines which 
contain alcohol, but lump nil "patent" 
medicines In ono class. And this, too, 
despite the fact that, according to fig- 
ures printed In tho Journal of tho 
American Medical Association, about 
70 per cent of physicians' prescrip- 
tions nro for "patent" or "proprietary" 
medicines.

this year. Tho total number of grad- 
uates annually was placed nt 4,000 
which moans that at least 3,000 In- 
competents aro turned looso annually. 
It was stated at this meeting that an 
average of C8 per cent of tho gradu- 
ates from medical colleges failed to 
pass stato examinations. These fail- 
ures either go bock to school, or go 
to sonio Btato whoro tho requirements 
aro not so high. 


That many doctors aro so Ignorant 


In matters pertaining to pharmacy 
that they know nothing about tho 
properties of the drugs thoy prescribe, 
was stated by Dr. M. Clayton Thrush, 
a professor In tho Medlco-Chlrurglcnl 
College nt Philadelphia In an address 
before tho Annual Convention of tho 
American Medical Association at At- 
lantic City In June of this year. 


Dr. Henry Heats, Jr., President of 


the' Hoard of Medical Examination 
for tho State of Pennsylvania, In nn 
Interview In tho dally papers said: 
"About one quarter of the papers 
show a degree of Illiteracy that rend- 
ers tho candidates for llconsuro In- 
capable of understanding medicine." 
Ho criticizes tho colleges for award- 
ing degrees In these cases. .

ASI1INGTON. — Tho

Whllo ho cannot promlso 
bumpor crojts ho says emphatically 
that thero can bo no crop failure, and 
that the yield of tho principal crops 
will bo abundant, largo enough to go 


The bulletin In part says: 
"From

farmer. Tlie country IH not suited to 
cultivation, and alwny* furnished rcf- 
ugo to cougars, wolves, and other ani- 
mals of their class.

secured by moro highly organized 
methods. Several of the leading im- 
porters maintain forces of men to se- 
cure tho desired birds either lu their 
native haunts or In European ports to 
which they are brought by tho agents 
of other Importers. 


Parrots aro generally taken while 


still In tho nest. 
During tho nesting 


season tho leading American houses 
send men to Cuba, Mexico or South 
America to' obtain stock. 
Headquar- 


ters are established by these agents 
at some point convenient to tho par- 
rot country nnd natives avu employed 
to secure tho young birds, which are 
forwarded to tho United States 'in 
periodical shipments. 
Agents havo 


sometimes been sent from this coun- 
try to Africa to secure supplies of tho 
favorite African gray parrot, but these 
aro usually obtained In European ports 
from vessels arriving with supplies for 
the large European houses. 


Small birds, other than canaries, 


aro generally captured with nets. Ex. 
pert netters continually visit remote 
regions In tho Interest of wholesale 
houses of Hamburg, London, Liver- 
pool and other largo cities of Europe. 
Similar 
expeditions are dispatched 


from Now York and Philadelphia to 
Culm and'Mexico and occasionally to 
moro distant lands—even India; but 
the principal. American houses main 
tain connections with establishments 
In Germany, through which their sup- 
plies of old world and South American 
birds arc more commonly procured.

size of box or of birds shipped. Shell 
parrakeets are sent from Australia In 
especially large boxes, sometimes as 
many us COO making the Journey In a 
single box. Tho birds so shipped aro 
of a peaceable disposition and may bo 
caged together without fear of their 
Injuring ono another; but some birds, 
such as bullfinches, goldfinches und 
male canaries, aro quarrelsome, nnd 
each bird has to bo placed In a sepa- 
rate cage. 


Canaries 
aro 
confined 
In 
small 


wicker cages, seven of which are 
strung ou n stick, constituting what Is 
technically known as a row. When 
shipped across the ocean those rows 
are crated and a linen or burlap sack 
specially niado for tho purpose Is 
placed about each crate. A crate usu- 
ally contains "Z rows. To paraphrase 
the old riddle — every sack has 33 rows, 
every row has seven cages, every cage 
has one canary (or sometimes two If 
tho occupants aro tho moro'pcnccnblo 
females). Often more than two dozen 
crates are shipped in one consign- 
ment. Each of those must bo opened 
every day of the voyage, every row re- 
moved and food and water placed In 
the cages. In this dally re-crating the 
rows are rearranged so that the bene- 
fits of outside positions may bo more 
jvc'nly distributed among the birds. 


On arrival In port consignments of 


ilrds (which pay no duty) are entered 
it tho custom house under permit from 
ho department of agriculture, usually 
secured In advance by tho Importer.

ils stock as quickly as possible, to 
llmlnlsh his loHHes by death and so 
ncrcase bin profit,
